WASHINGTON. 
EASTMAN AND SKINNER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnincron, D. C. June %.—Profs. 
Eastman and Skinner, who remained 
on duty last night’ at the Naval Ob- 
servatory, succeeded in getting some fair ob- 
servations of the comet, although the night 
was not altogether a favorable one. Prof. 
Skinner describes the comet as having an ex- 
tremely bright nucleus, which, when ob- 
served, presented a very ruddy appearance, 
The observers did not know whether this ap- 
pearance was normal, or was due to preyail- 
ing atmospheric conditions. Prof. Skinner 
estimates the tail, which is fan-shaped, at 
about eight degrees in length. ‘The observ- 
ers ascertained that, in twenty-two minutes, 
the comet traveled three minutes of arc, and 
in an hour nine minutes, giving it a daily 
rate of travel northward of about three de- 
grees and thirty-six minutes. Com- 
puting its motion from its post- 
tion when discovered at Paris, Prof, Skinner 
found that, in two days and a quarter the 
comet had moved about 10 degrees. This 
morning it became distinctly visible at 1:45, 
and could be seen until the sun had rendered 
invisible all the stars except Venus. The 


astronomers at the observatory still main- 


tain the opinion that this comet is identical 


with the one recently observed by Dr. Gould 


IN BUENOS AYRES. 
Whether it is a-comet hitherto known to 


| astronomers is of course still unsettled, 


Prof. Skinner describes it as a much 
finer comet than Coggia’s, which ap- 
peared in 18% and brighter than any 
since that which appeared in 
1848. He thinks that Prof. Draper will be 
able to secure photographs of it, and that it 
will probably yield rich results to photo- 
graphic investigation. The Evening Star 
of to-day prinfs the views of a gentleman 
who does not claim to be an expert in astron- 
omy, but who has had a good deal of expe- 


rience. 
THE PARAGRAPH 


is as follows: The beautiful comet now 
seen in the northern heavens is probably re- 
ceding from the sun, instead of approaching. 
It has passed its perihetién, and is rapidly re- 
ceeding into space toward its aphelion. 
Probably the reason that observers on 
the earth failed to note its arrival is because 
its line of approach to the sun relative to the 
earth was in the direction of the sun, so that 
the brighter light of the sun forbid its being 
seen by those on the earth. But its departure 
is in a direction such that the sun’s rays will 
not interfere with our seeing it. The head 
of. acomet, when approaching the sun, pre- 
cedes the tail, but, in receding from the sun, 
it moves in the direction of the tail 
very nearly. The tail preceding the 
nucleus day by day, we may expect 
to see the comet apparently receding from 
the sun, and, probably, also from the earth, 
with its path in the direction of the tail. its 
visit will, doubtless, be a short one, growing 
rapidly fainter day by day, and astronomers 
to make very important observations, will 
doubtless be on the alert.“ THe Trisune 
correspondent obtained from 
PROF, SIMON YEWCOMB,, 
the eminent astronomer, to-day, a statement 


regarding the probable identity of the comet. 


Prof. Newcomb said: “The statement 
which, if true, will attach most interest to 
this comet is that made in tdhe 
telegraphic dispatch from Dr. Gould 
that it is a return of the 
great comet of 1807. It will be remembered 
that the first news obtained of the comet, 
some three weeks ago, was contained in dis- 
patches from the southern hemisphere. It 
appears that among the first dispatches was 
that sent by Dr. Gould. Another followed 
from the astronomers at the Cape of Good 
Hope, and a third 
WAS SENT BY THE EMPEROR OF BRAZIL 
to the French Academy of Sciences. The 
question now arises, Is it possible that Dr. 
Gould can be right in saying that it is a 
return of the comet of 1807? The latter 
comet was discovered at Marseilles Sept. 17, 
1807, and was followed for more than six 
months,—a period sufficiently long to give a 
very accurate determination of its orbit. All 
the observations made upon it showed it to 
have a period of 
NEARLY 1,700 YEARS. 

It seems out of the question that, under any 
cirewmstances, the same comet could have 
returned in so short a time as seventy-four 
years, unless it has passed in the vicinity of 
some of the larger planets, which, according 
to the elements, it could not have done. This 
comet was observed carefully by Dr. Willfam 
Herschel, on Oct, 18. The tail was three 
degrees and three-quarters long, but it rap- 
idly diminished, and by Dee, 16 was very 
short indeed. The only way by which the 
identity of the two comets ean be investi- 
gated now is by ascertaining whether they 
move in the same orbit. From Dr. Gould’s 
telegram it may be inferred that the comet 
was very near the orbit ofthat of 1807 when 
he observed it. The Emperor of Bra- 
zil telegraphed the elements to the French 
Academy of Sciences, but, unfortunately, 
one element is wanting. ‘The resemblance

One reason for this is, if 
it had been a periodic comet, returning ever 
seventy-four years, it could not have falle 
to have been observed on former occasions, 
because it would have returned iu 1784 and 
in 1660. 

IN NEITHER OF THESE YEARS 


was any such comet observed, Taree 
of its orbit is such it could ly have 
failed to be seen had it returned. ‘Taking 
the fact of its nou- appearance with the fact that 
its orbit was an almost perfect parabola, it is 
impossible to suppose that this is the same 
comet, unless it has, in the meantime, been 
subject tosome unknown disturbing force, 
such as happened to the comet of 1770. The 
fate of this last comet should bea warning to 


7 all such bodies against straying into the 


neighborhood of any large planet. When 
observed, the astronomers were astonished to 
find it moving in an orbit having a period of 
less than six years, although it had never 
before been seen, was so bright as to be 
plainly visible to the naked eye. 
It WAS NEVER SEEN AFTERWARDS, 

It was first brought to move into an orbit 
around the sun, iu consequence of coming 
within the sphere of the attractions of Jupi- 
ter. It made two revolutions around the 
sun, although only observed at one, returned, 
and again fell in with Jupiter, whose at- 
tractions drew it so tar out of its orbit 
that it has gone astray ever since, Now, 
if the comet of 1807 had passed near Jupiter, 
or any very large planet, we might suppose 
it to hav@xbeen brought back by its attrac- 
tion: but, as 1 have said, the position of the 
orbit is so peculiar that it cannot approach 
any of the known planets. It came to us in 
space from the south side of the plane of the 
solar system, and returned on the north side. 
To this fact is due the peculiarity of its mo- 
tion. It has come directly upon the same 
meridian of right ascension from 
a point 30 or 40 degrees south, where 
first seen, to where it now is. It must have 
passed very near between the earth and sun 
about a week or ten days ago. 

IT IS THIS PECULIARITY OF ITS MOTION 
which has rendered its discovery so difficult, 
and, though it has really been in our sky for 
more than a month, it did not rise till after 
sunrise and set every afternoon before the 
sun did, so it was hidden from view. As 
soon, however, as it got north of the 
sun, it began to rise a little 
before the sun, and to set a 
Mile after. At length it got so far north that 
it was Visible before sunrise, and, from the 

resent time, it will be visible after sunset. 
Ve can now speak with some confidence of 
its future motion. Itis undoubtedly reced- 
ing both from the earth and from the sun, 
and will, therefore, grow fainter every day, 
until it disappears from view. 

Meanwhile it will continue its present 
course almost directly for the North Pole. 
At present it is moving about two degrees a 
day, but this will, of course, diminish, and, 
alter July 5. be less than one degree a day. 

AFYTEL MONDAY NEXT 

it will be so far north as to not sit at all, and 
will be visible all night. How. long it will 
have a visible tail it is impossible to say, but 
probably for not more than two weeks. It 
will, however, very naturally, be visible in 
the telescope for along time, probably for 
several months. ‘The interesting questions 
connected with its motion cannot well 

settled until we receive the accurate obser- 
yations from the Southern Hemisphere. 
These observations, combined with our own, 
will show whether it is moving in 
an ellipse or a parabola. If it 
is found to be moving in an ellipse of about 
seven vears, the result will be most astonish- 
ing. It will lead to the suspicion that the 
comet, since its return in 1807, has fallen in 
with seme unknown celestial body, which 
has sent it back again. If, however, as I 
strongly suspect, itis found to be moving in 


a parabola, we shall have to consider that it. 


is 
AN ENTIRELY NEW COMET, 
having no connection with that of 1807, 
except it is moving in an orbit 
somewhere near it. This comet 
must not be confounded with 
that of 1812, the return of which is expected 
this year or next. The comet of 1812 does 
not appear to have been an especially bright 
one, aud would not excite attention at the 
resent time, but that the observations show 
t to de moins in an ellipse, with a period of 
about seventy years Its return is, therefore, 
expected about this time. It does not ap- 
pear that the present comet is meving in the 
same orbit, although the two orbits certainly 
do agree very closely. The uncertainty of 
the period is such that we cannot tell within 
a limit of several years when the comet of 
1812 will really return to perihelion, but we 
— confidently expect it before a great 
while. 


NEW YORK, 
THE COMET SITS FOR ITS PICTURE.

New Yorg, Jane 25.—Prof. Henry Draper 
came down from his observatory at Hastings, 
on the Hudson, where he is engaged in en- 
deavoring to secure a good photograph of 
the comet, yesterday morning, to get a few 
instruments of which he stood in need. The 
Professor was happy, and his face fairly 
shone with enthusiasin as he exclaimed to a 
representative of the Timea: “I have 
photographed the comet. That’s some- 
thing that has never been done 
before. 1 telegraphed the news to 
the London Times, this morning, and I im- 
agine the scientists of the Old World will 
stare a little when they read that the first 
successful attempt to photograph one of 
these mysterious travelers of the sky has 
been made in America. I got my photograph 
this morning at my observatory at Hastings. 
It is by no means a perfect one, and I am not 
satisfied with it, but it demonstrates the fact

and | hope to make my next experiment— 
which 1 shall attempt to-night—more suc- 
cessful. I was unfortunate in being unable 
to begin my work at an earlier hour in the 
night. The sky was covered with clouds, 
and I could not bring my instrument to bear 
till 3 a. m. I had the plate exposed for sev- 
enteen minutes, and then the light of dawn 
began to be so strong that l was afraid of 
staining, and so 1 was forced to be con- 
tented with the impression I got. I 
succeeded in securing in that seventeen 
minutes expose, quite a strong impression of 
the nucleus and coma of the comet. but not 
so good a one as | wished of the tail. The 
picture is taken by means of a telescope 
which has a magnifying power of fifteen 
diameters. It shows that the nucleus of 
this comet is quite a sharply defined dot,

spreading out from * nucleus, takes a form 


Ile a bird’s wing. The tail is fan-shaped 
and much narrower atthe point of contact 
with the coma than at the end. It is about 
fifteen degrees in length as it appears 
now. It may possibly be seen somewhat 
longer when the comet gets into a blacker 
sky. as it meunts up. but I am inclined to be- 
lieve it is fully as ſong now as it will be 
while the stranger remains in sight. It is 
too early to say as-yet whether this is the 
identical comet scen by Gould or not, but the 
probabilities are strong that it is.

in some of the newspapers on this subject, 
py being, made to say that it could not possi- 
bly be Gould’s comet. I have never said 
anything of the kind. What 1 did say was 
that, in its present position, Dr. Gould in

e. The comet is traveling ata very good rate 
of speed, but I think it will be some time be- 
fore it will escape us entirely.

M. W. SMITH. 

Intelligeuco of the death of Michael W. Smith, 
the welj-koown Dearborn street bookseller, 
reached here last cvening from Denver, whither 
he had gone for the benetit of his bealth. He 
took a severe coid while attending the Redpath 
lecture in this city last February. In March he 
went to Florida in the hope that the genial cli- 
mate of that region migbt havea good effect. 
lie returned bere early in May. ap- 
parently somewhat improved. His physicians 
then advised him to go to Colorado, and he acted 
on their advice. The fatal disease, censamption, 
which grew out of a cold caught in February, 
could not be checked, and his friends, who are 
legion, were pained vesterday at the announce- 
meutof his death. Mr. Smith was born in the 
Lake Superior region, Michigan, where his 
father was Sheriff for many years.

He became ua clerk in the Post-Otfice, which was 
then under the coutrol of “Ike’’ Cook as Post- 
master, aud continued in office under his suc- 
cessor, the late John L. Scripps. After 
having served several years in the Post- 
Uffice, Mr. Smith sought a new avocu- 
tion, and he became a salesman in the millinery 
house of Waish & Hutckinson. Subsequently 
ho engaged as salesman with Keith Brus. 
About four vears ago he opened a bookstore on 
Madison street, and subsequently bought out 
the Phillips news-agency ou Dearborn street. 
Through his unfailing courtesy, admiravle busi- 
nese tact, unweuaried industry, and genial good 
nature he buiit up a trade in he book and peri- 
odical line never before excelled in this city. A 
large and useful busiacss career seemed des- 
tined for bim, and he looked forward 
to a life of usefulness and success. 
Death came to rob him of what Seemed 
to be the reward of his industry and 
energy. ‘Thousami of Chicago people will 
learn to-day with unfeigned regret that Mike 
Smit is no more. He was a cultivated, kindly, 
and bonorable gentieman. He had hosts of 
frends, and no man whose friendship was worth 
having was his enemy.

Mr. Fuller called the meeting to order, and 
nominated Judge Blodgett to preside. The 
nomination was made unanimous. Judge 
Blodgett, on taking the chair, said that 
the meeting had been called in view of 
one of those sad events so frequent of 
late,—the sudden passing away of one whom 
they bad all learned to love. The very sudden- 
ness with which Mr. Smith had been called away 
was only another warning that the fival sum- 
mons might come when least expected, and u 
lesson which emphasized the necessity of being 
prepared for it when it came.

Joseph Emerson Smith was born in Augusta, 
Me., Murch 19, 1833; graduated at Bowdoin Col- 
lege in 1854; was admitted to the Bar and com- 
menced the practice of the law in Wiscasset, 
Me., in 1857. He wes elected in 186. to the 
Senate of Maine, was a member of the Maine 
Historical Society, and acceptably filled other 
public positions in his native State. Ina 1869 he 
came to Chicago, where he practiced the pro- 
feasion until the day of his death, June 16, 1881. 
He was a member of the Illinois House of 
Representatives in 1477, and was twice nomi- 
nated for elecnon to the office ot Judge. He 
was an exceilent lawyer, a good citizen, 
and an upright man. To professional 
learning, be united a broad culture and bigh 
licerary attainments. While he was ardent in 
his friendships, de entertained no hostility to- 
wards any one. In his practice be was candid 
to the Court, faithful to his client, and just to 
his opponent. Of amiable disposition, courteous 
manners, and largo heart, ve was universal 
ly beloved by his professional brethren, in his 
intercourse with whom he was uniformly kindly 
and honorable. His unexpected death is felt by 
them as a loss to the courts, the profession, an 
the community, to express their sense of which 
they adopt this minute. 

Resoived, That a copy of the foregoing be pre- 
sented to the family of the devceused, to the 
cuurts of record in this city, and to the Su- 
preme Court of the State. 

In presenting the foregoing, Mr. Shepard sup- 
plemented the statements therein contained 
withafew euruest words of eulogy, and was 
followed by Mr. McCageg, who feelingly referred 
to the many excellent and endearing quali- 
ties of their deceased brother; by Mr.

Tux Island of Great Britain, by the new 
census just taken, is found to contain thirty 
millions of inhabitants. This is an enor- 
mous number of souls to be crowded upon a 
space no larger than Illinois and Indiana, and 
whose agricultural capabilities are much 
less. IIlinois alone, properly farmed, has 
more food-producing power than England, 
Scotland, and Wales combined, although she 
now supports only three ‘millions of inhab- 
itants, against ten times that number on the 
British Isle. While Great Britain has in- 
creased some four millions during the past 
decade, the sister island—lIreland—has actu- 
ally sunk down a quarter of a million. Ire- 
land is considerably more than one-third as 
large as Great Britain, but has barely one- 
sizth as many inhabitants. The natural 
capability of Lreland to support population is 
fully as great as that of the larger isiand; 
but, under the accursed land laws established 
and enforced by the Bristish Government, 
there is the phenomenon of a poverty- 
stricken, decaying people gradually wiltiag 
away and becoming extinct in the land of 
their fathers.

HOW TO INCREASE THE WATER-SUPPLY. 

The return of hot weather brings with it 
the renewal of the complaints of the insuf- 
ficient water-sapply,—complaints which have 
become so urgent of late that the Council or- 
dered the letting of contracts for the pur- 
chase of two new pumping-engines at the 
West Side Works. The difficulty is that the 
water has not pressure enough. It doesn’t 
go up high enough. In order to forte it higher, 
these additional engines have been ordered. 
One great cause for thisdeficiency is the enor- 
mous quantity of water used in the busi- 
ness part of the city for power purposes. It 
was a mistake originally for the Water 
Department to grant permits for the use 
of water to run machinery by the em- 
ployment of the drinking-water supply 
of the city. The Department overreached 
itself in undertaking to do this. The 
pipes have a certain capacity; they cannot 
be driven over that, and the fair, legitimate 
demand for water for domestic purposes is 
at nearly all times equal to the full capacity 
of the pipes to deliver water, When anything 
more than that is required of them, especially 
in the thiekly-settled portions of the city, 
it is accomplished at the expense of the 
householders. When the city undertakes to 


those to whom it professes to furnish water 
for power purposes. 
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rector said it could; if it ie a freight — 
tor, that the load is but half what it should 

be. The more of these elevators that are 

put into the First Ward, the worse it is for 
all the water-consumers of that ward 
and of the immediate vicinity. ‘There are 
probably now 100 of these elevators in use, 

and all of them are failures, so far as they de- 
pend upon a direct supply from the street- 
mains. There is, however, one way in which 

they can be utilized, and that is by doing 
what Tun TRIBUNE has done, It tried at first a 
direct connection. It required about forty-five 
pounds of pressure, which is equivalent to 
ninety feet of head, but it obtained through 

the middle of the day, when the eleva- 

tor was most needed, and during the sum- 

mer, when it had the most carrying to do, 

only about twenty pounds of pressure, or 
forty feet of head, So another method 

was adopted. Having steam-power in 

the building for other purposes, a 

force-pump was attached. ‘There were some 

large iron tanks on the top story of the buila- 

ing next to the roof, ata hight of nearly 100 

feet above the basement floor. By means of 
this pump of only five or six horse-power, 

consuming very little fuel, running constant- 

ly and keeping the tanks tull, the water 

is discharged into the top of the water 
cylinders, and a head obtained equal to 

about 100 feet, or a pressure of from forty- 

five to fifty pounds. The same water is used 

over and over again, there being but a very 

slight wastage, and therefore Tur Tam 
UNE has now a. steady lifting power 

of from forty-five to fifty pounds, ir- 
respective of the condition of the city 

water-supply or its pressure, with no 

further expense than that involved in pump- 

ing up the water by the use of the force 

pump, which costs not more than one-half to 

one-third of what thie city charges for the 

water consumed in obtaining a lifting power 

of twenty pounds. 

Tue Trisune gets now five times the work 
that it did when it was taking water directly 
from the city, and we recommend this to 
everybody who has gone to the expense 
of putting in these machines. If they 
have a boiler let them attach a 
little pump to jt and put some 
large iron tanks in the highest position 
in their building,. —on top if possible, or at 
some point where there is a strong wall that 
will hold them securely,—so that they can 
get an elevation of from eighty to 100 feet 
above the bottom of the basement. They 
can then count on a pressure of forty 
to forty-five pounds independent of 
the water in the mains. This little 
pump, running all the time, will keep the 
tank full, as the water is only discharged 
intermittently. For this geason it will 
answer their purposes quite as well as a 
fifteen or twenty horse-power engine if 
direct steam were used. The result of the 
general adoption of this suggestion, 
which Tux Tamerxrz's experience has 
shown to be practicable and  »profita- 
ble, will be to relieve the pump- 
ing-works of an enormous demand, to 
increase the supply to the consumer at 
large, putting an end to these constant com- 
plaints which are heard all over the city of an 
insufficient water- supply, and dolng away 
with the necessity for the purchase of large 
alg costly engines. 


THE BOARD OF ADEGA K 
> TERS. 

The order of the Council widening Sher- 
man and Pacific avenues and vacating La 
Salle street between Jackson and Van Buren 
streets assures the transfer of the Board of 
Trade from its present cramped quarters to 
the large vacant lot facing Jackson street, 
with Sherman street on one side and Pacific 
avenue on the other. The talk of injunc- 
tions and other hindrances will only excite 
suspicion of improper motives, and no efforts 
of this kind can prevent the contemplated 
removal. Nothing stays the march of prog- 
ress in Chicago, and the removal of the Board 
of Trade four blocks south of its present lo- 
cation hardly anticipates, but rather follows, 
the necessary enlargement of the business 
district of the city. 

All the opposition which this project of re- 
moval has encountered bas been of a selfish 
character. To all those who are not specific- 
ally interested in rents in the neighborhood 
of the present Chamber of Commerce the 
advantages of removal have been obvious 
from the very first suggestion of the Scott 
property.” The quarters now occupied by 
the Board have been growing too contracted 
in every way. Not only is the present build- 
ing wholly inadequate to the demands and 
proper conveniences of the great produce 
market-place of the Northwest, but the sur- 
rounding accommodations have become in- 
sufficient, and they will be seriously so in the 
near future. The Chamber of Commerce 
now fronts upon what will be the political 
centre of the county as soon as the new 
Court-House and City-Hal! shall be occupied, 
and the adjacent buildings will not be able 
to accommodate both the commercial and 
professional offices that will crowd around 
the present location. The most prosperous 
institution of the most prosperous city on 
the continent may fairly claim ample quar- 
ters. In removing to Jackson street, the 
Board of Trade will secure room for a splen- 
did and spacious building (175x235 feet in 
dimensions), and the members will have 
abundant, airy, and healthful offices opened 
up to them. 

The Board of Trade is merely following 
the extension of the business district to the 
south. Its removal does not signify an 
abandonment, but an enlargement, of the 
present business circle, The population of 
Chicago cannot grow at the rate of 50,000 a 
year, which is probably the rate of increase 
now, nor the volume of business enlarge in 
the same proportion, without requiring more

Space for operating. The business district 


is bounded on the east by the lake, and 
on the north and west by the river. It can 
reach out only toward the south. The move 
to be taken by the Board of Trade will serve 
to give authority and strength to the neces- 
sary enlargement, and in two or three years 
from now the large business interests of Chi- 
cago will occupy practically all the space as 
far south as Harrison street. The new Board 
of Trade building at Jackson street will be 
the geographical centre of Chicago’s busi- 
ness district within a few years, when that 
district shall extend as far south as Twelfth 
street. 

The utilization of property that has lain 
idle and dead ever since the fire of 1871, and 
before that time was occupied by disgraceful 
and dangerous pine shanties, is not the least 
valuable element of the change. Several 
millions of dollars will be expended in im- 
provements incident to the removal. The 
Board of Trade, or the building association 
which shall represent it in this case, has ob- 
tained its new site at a nominal price, and 
it may and will expend a million of dollars 
upon the new structure, with a positive 
assurance of making the investment pay. 
Handsome buildings will spring up on all 
the neighboring property for the accommo- 
dation of the banks, the commission offices, 
and the various vocations that depend upon 
the Board. The location of the Government 
Building, already occupied, in the same 
neighborhood, further guarantees the value 
and permanency of the improvements to 
which the Board of Trade will lead. 

The expenditure of several millions of dol- 
lars in improvements will benefit all the in- 
terests in the city. The working classes will | 
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thereof. for the cost of what is called ma- 
terial is made up mainly in the wages paid in 
getting it out and shaping it for butlding pur- 
poses, New bui enterprise on a large 
scale assures times to the laboring 
men, and their y will be shared by 
the men who furnish them with their sup- 
plies. The increase of taxable property by 
several millions of dollars will be of great 
benefit to the local governments and to the 
schools. In addition, the city will be the 
beneficiary, — ** it is a large owner of 
property in the region of activity. By 
the time the Municipal Government shall be 
ready to vacate the present rookery on the 
corner of Adams and La Salle streets it will 
be able to sell that property at a large price. 
In fact, there is no point of view from which 
the removal of the Board of Trade can be 
contemplated which does not reveal some 
tangible benefit to the people, 

The location jugt opposit the Michigan 
Southern and k Island Railroad De- 
pot will also Rave the effect of increas- 
ing the demand for residence property 
in the southern part of the city and sub- 
urbs, and enhancing the value there- 
of. In a few years the suburban trains 
running from that station will be as numer- 
ous as those which now leave the North- 
western Station. Business-men living along 
Wabash and Michigan and other parallel 
avenues between Thirty-first street and En- 
glewood will have better and quicker facili- 
ties for going between their homes and offices 
than those living in the northern suburbs or 
on the south shore of the lake, because their 
trains, equally accessible from their resi- 
dences, will bring them directly to their busi- 
ness location, and thus enable them to avoid 
the distance, delay, and annoyances which 
attend going to the Illinois Central and North- 
western Depots. Tne effect upon the ample 
residence property still unoccupied in the 
southern portion of the city cannot fail to be 
very marked, 

The building which the Board of Trade 
quits and the businéss structures in the 
neighborhood will not suffer anything like 
the detriment from the change which their 
owners apprehend. The present Chamber 
of Commerce may be used to advantage 
without altering its present character. A 
new exchange, devoted to the combined and 
cognate interests of the iron, coal, and lum- 
ber trade, would from the very start be able 
to utilize all the accommodations of the old 
building, and would gather around it a pros- 
perous and thriving community, which would 
tind adecided advantage in concentration. 
‘The Court-House and City-Hall business will 
supply tenants enough for all the buildings 
in the vicinity of the Public Square, which 
will continue in any event to be a central 
and lively quarter, Altogether, great things 
may be expected from the Board of Trade re- 
moval, and nobody will be seriously hurt by 

change. 


NUISANCES IN DWELLING-HOUSES. 

The rights and privileges of tenants vecu- 
pying and paying rent for dwellings and 
other premises, which, from faulty construc- 
tion, neglect, accident, or other cause, have 
become pestilential and dangerous to the 
health, not merely of the occupants of the 
premises, but generally of the public, must 
soon receive legislative definition and pro- 
tection. A few days ago a tenant who lived 
in a house so ufflicted with faulty sewerage 
as to be foul with gases from the sewers and 
drains, one of Whose children died from 
blood-poisoning, pronounced to be the result 
of sewer-gas, and other members of whose 
family were prostrated with like disease, and 
who was advised by his medical counsel to 
remove from the premises, did so remove be- 
fore the expiration of his lease. The landlord 
sued him for rent, and one of our city 
Justices rendere@ judgment for the claim, de- 
nying that the tenant was released from pay- 
ing the rent because compelled to move out 
of the premises when only one member of 
the family had been poisoned to death there- 
in. 

It is now a notorious fact thata large pro- 
portion of the dwelling-houses in this city 
have lnperfect drainage,—that this drainage 
has been badly constructed, or has been dis- 
turbed or broken after construction. No 
matter what the eause, the stench and vapor, 
be it great or less, is perilous to health, and 
to persons of weak constitution is positively 
fatal. We take, for illustration, a few cases, 
out of long lists published weekly, of prem- 
ises of this kind: 


No. — State street, two-story and basement 
frame, 22x100 feet, thirty rooms, occupied by 
fifty-six persons. Plumbing and drainage very 
bad; privies overflowing. Place filthy in the ex- 
treme. Filth and garbage fill the area under the 
sidewalk, and stagnant water from the waste- 
pipes under the haliway of the basement, The 
waste-pipes are untrapped, Tuere is scarcely 
any ventilation for the twenty-nine persons who 
livein the basement. The walls are black as 
nigtt, and the whole premises are a disgrace to 
civilization. 

Nas. — and — Clark street, three-story and 
basement frame rookeries, containing twenty- 
eight rooms, in which live forty-one persons. 
Piumbing work leaky and untrapped. + age 
stopped up, privies overtiowitng, reeking, 
foul yard strewn with garbage; roof le 52 
walis dirty. 

Three three-story frame dwellings, thirty-four 
rooms, occupied by fifty-four persons. Water- 
pipes broken, drainage bad, and privies full and 
overfiowing. The waste-pipes 3 not con- 
nect with the sewer. The waste water spreads 
itself over the surface of the ground under the 
building, where it remains stagnant, emitting 
foul and offensive vapor. The yards are full ot 
ashes and garbage, ‘The catch-basins have not 
been cleaned for three years. Tho wails are 
black and grimy, and the waste-pipes are un- 
trapped. 

Here is the way the Inspector reports 
another case, a three-story brick, 20 by 30 
feet, in which pen there are twenty-three 
rooms, occupied by twenty-seven persons, 
eleven of whom are children under 15 years 
old: 


It is almost im ible to describe the actual 


degree of filthiness of these premises. The 
round floor is in itself a mass of reeking, stink- 
ing. sickening filth. One of the catch-basins is 
id With rei use, and the other is horribly filthy. 
Some of the wuaste-pipes do not connect with 
the sewer, but empty on to the floor, and the 
contents are thus allowed to roam around pro- 
miscuously, at their own stinking will, until 
they reach the catch-basin, if they ever suc- 
cced in duing so. The svil-pipe is defective, and 
the box in which it is ine acts as a ven- 
tilator for the cellar, but carries ail the foul air 
to the rooms above, ‘making the stench in them 
unbearable, 


There are perhaps 6,900 habitations in this 
city where drainage and other conveniences 
of the premises are defective, ranging from 
extreme cases like those given in the list 
down to cases where there is a hole in the 
svil-pipe just large enough to fill the sleep- 
ing-apartinents with gas from the sewer. 

Landlords deny that they are under any 
legal obligation to remedy these evils, or to 
keep the houses in habitable condition: and 
they are now insextina in their leases that the 
tenants must protect their premises from any 
defects in plumbing or sewerage. 

We published a few weeks ago the report 
of a trial before an English Court, where a 
tenant moved o of a dwelling into which 
sewer-gas found its way. The Court re- 
leased him from paying rent, and required 
the landlord to pay some 8800 damages, in- 
cluding doctors’ bills for attendance on per- 
sons supposed to have been made ill from 
sewer-gas. . 

There does not seem to have been any law 
established in this country on this question, 
as to whether a contract to pay rent for a 
dwelling-house so constructed or so out of 


tract of renting. a dweiling, no matter 
what its terms, vold when the premises 
are unfit, unsafe, for human habitation? Is 
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right of control in anch matters? Have an 
owner and @ tenant by contract between 
themselves a right to maintain a nuisance 
dangerous to human life and perilous to pub- 
lic health? The law of the State confers 
upon the City Government full power to pro- 
tect the health of the inhabitants, and, where 
the health of the city Ig threatened by any- 
thing done or omitted to be done, to take 
summary action to abate the nuisance. With- 
out going into detail, it is sufficient to refer 
to the cases of pestilential premises stated as 
clearly-established nuisances within the 
power of the city to abate by summary proc 
cess. Among the specific powers of the city 
the charter confers authority:

In a recent case, King vs. Davenport, de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of Illinois in 
January last, concerning the power of a city 
to prohibit tne erection of wooden buildings,- 
the head-notes of the decision are as follows:

4. The jlawmaking power is the sole judge 
when the necessity exists for summary abate- 
ment of public nuisances, and when, if at all, it 
will exercise the right to enact sueh laws, but 
the enactment must bea reasonable police reg- 
ulation, made ip good faith, for the public good. 


Has the owner of any building or the ten- 
ant thereof any right by contract to main- 
tain a nuisance? What, then, is the remedy, 
which the Court says should be summary, 
which will cover the cases where owners 
hire out premises which are hot-beds of dis- 
ease, which are filled with pestilential gases, 
which spread the seeds of disease aud swell 
the mortality lists? If avarice will not per- 
mit these owners to abate these nuisances, 
then is the law powerless to protect the pub- 
lle? 

The City Council has declared by law what 
shall be treated as a nuisance, and when in 
any residence the drains, sewerage-pipes, and 
other plumbing arrangements shal] become 
foul and otherwise dangerous to health, and 
the law declares the existence of a nuisance, 
it should be at once abated. When cases of 
small-pox are found in a dwelling the 
law directs the removal of the afflict- 
ed person, and the vacation of the 
premises if necessary. So, when own- 
ers of dwelling-houses suffer the build- 
ing to become foul with stenches and health- 
destroying gases from filth or bad drain- 
age, the city should by law provide for post- 
ing a conspicuous placard on the outer front 
of that building as a notice to the public that 
the house is a declared nuisance; and should 
also at the same time require the immediate 
vacation of the building by all its occupants, 
and no person be allowed to occupy the same 
again until all the defects therein shall be 
repaired to the satisfaction of the Health 
Officer, and the house rendered fit as a resi- 
dence. 

There seems to be no other means left to 
bring landlords to any realizing sense that 
tenants have some of the rights common to 
humanity, and that when they discover that 
they have rented a dwelling given over to 
sewer-gas and pestilence, and the owner re- 
fuses to remedy the evil, they should have 
the right to appeal to the law, and find the 
protection to which every citizen is entitled, 
When any house shall be declared and posted 
as a nuisance, and therefore uninhabitable, 
and to be avoided, owners of such buildings 
may learn there is one law of the land which 
provides that no man is at liberty to use his 
property or his privileges to the injury of his 
neighbor or of the public. Then they will 
learn that by cut-throat leases they cannot 
compel men to pay rent on breeding-houses 
of disease, nor to live in an atmosphere of 
poisonous gases.

THE SAENGERFEST. 

The preparations for the Singerfest, wnich 
occurs this week at the Exposition Building, 
are rapidly approaching completion, and but 
two more working days remain before we 
shall be launched upon the vigorous tides of 
harmony from many hundreds of lusty Ger- 
man throats, The work has been done so 
thoroughly and systematically that, so far as 
comfort and convenience are concerned, the 
public will have no room for complaint. The 
Exposition Building itself will be in holt 
day dress, and will look charmingly with its 
flags, banners, devices, portraits, and ever- 
greens, and even imposing when its vast au- 
ditorium is full of people and its stage 
swarms with singers and players. For- 
tunately, the acoustic properties of the bulld- 
ing have been sufficiently tested to make it 


sure that the music will sound well in any 


part of it. The concerts of the Thomas Or- 
chestra in 1877, and the Republican Conven- 
tion last year, both of which oceupied substan- 
tially the same area as Is now set apart for the 
Fest, satisfactorily settled that question. At 
no previous Fest has there been manifested 
such a determination to appeal to and minis- 
ter to the comfort and pleasure of the whole 
public, nor has the Bund ever before been so 
lavish in its use of money to make its meet- 
ing attractive, If it had done nothing else, the 
remarkable group of soloists it nas brought 
here would have been a notable feature, and 
one long to be remembered, In their indi- 
vidual ability and in their adaptability to the 
important works that are to be performed, it 
is doubtful whether they could be improved 
upon if the Committee had searched the 
world over. So far as the mass chorus is 
concerned, it is impossible to predicate what 
its work will be; but one thing 1s certain: it 
will be better than it has ever been before, 
for the reason that the preparatory labor has 
been more earnest and the discipline been 
more severe than ever before. The chorus, 
however, will speak for itself, and it onght 
to speak out with no uncertain sound, as 
much depends upon itin the future welfare 
if not the existence of these festivals, 

It is a notable event of this Festival that 
the Germans have abandoned many of its 
distinctively national features and have 
sought to make it a general municipal affair, 
in which Americans can also take part. The 
Americans have shown a disposition to avail

every particular. 
THE FRANCO-ITALIAN COMPLICATION. 
As the days go by since the return of the 
French troops from Tunis and the mobbing 
outrage inflicted upon the Italians in Mar- 
seilles, the relations between the tWo people 
do not grow anymore cordial. The new Ad- 
ministration in Italy bas shown a tymark- 
able degree of patience in suppressing all 
manifestation of hostility towards the French 
in Italy and the inclination of Italians to re- 
taliate upon them for the outrages at Mar- 
seilles, but the popular indignation has be- 
come so intense, and itis so aggravated by 
the provocations constantly offered by the 
French, and especially by the French Gov- 
ernment, that the Ifalian Government may 
not be able to restrain its people much 
longer. Should an outbreak occur in 
Italy, war will almost inevitably re- 
sult, for the French are not only not 
disinclined for war, but they have an idea 


that the Italians are too weak to fight them, 


and consequentiy that they have them at 
In this, however, the French 
may find themselves mistaken. Italy is a 
weaker Power than France in both men and 
money, but the Italians are gallant and des- 


perate fighters, and have proved theircourage | 


and heroism upon more than one bloody 
field. There is still another element to be 
taken into account. Italy is wise enough 
not to inaugurate a war; but, should France 
be unwise enough to do it, Germany would 


certainly interfere, as is shown already by | 


numerous indications. Bismarck has as much 
as intimated that France shall not attack 
Italy. Should she persist in doing it, 
Italy would find a powerful ally in Ger- 
many, and of course in Austria, as the two 
latter Powers are now closely bound togeth- 
er. In fact, it is not easy to see where 
France can look for sympathy. Russia feels 
friendly to her, but Russia dare not risk a 
social revolution at home for the sake of 
helping her. An Emperor who is virtually 
a prisoner in his own palace, who is not 
sure of the allegiance of his own army, and 
whose subjects are rapidly nearing the verge 
of revolution, is not in a condition to embark 
in a foreign war. England has not regarded 
the French occupation of Tunis with any- 
thing like triendly feeling, and, if there 
had been any prospect of a united 
European intervention, would have been 
among the firstto have entered her indig- 
nant protest. If Italy, therefore, should 
be dragged into a war with France, she 
would have the strong moral help of En- 
gland and, without doubt, the material aid 
of Germany. The Italians are prudent, 
therefore, in restraining themselves and com- 
pelling France, if war must come, to assume 
the responsibility. The French Government 
for some time past has declared its desire to 
be at peace with European nations. The 
present situation will show whether it is 
really in earnest in making such declaration. 


BRADY AND MULHOOLY. 

nose who have read the political brochure 
entitled Solid for Mulhooly” will find no 
difficulty in tracing a parallel between the 
trial for libel described in that satire and the 
haste with which Brady, late Assistant Post- 
master-General, has sought to rush his trial 
on the star-route charges. 

Mike Mulhooly was a Tammany candidate 
for Congress. He had begun life in Ameri- 
ea asa porter in a low saloon where ward poli- 
He 
soon got into politics. He first commended 
himself to the attention of the leaders by 
casting a fraudulent. vote before he became 
of age, and afterwards further ingratiated 
himself in the esteem of those gentlemen by 
managing a squad of repeaters. Atter this his 
progress was rapid. He soon became Boss 
of his precinct, then of his ward, and then of 
several wards. He became a member of the 
City Central Committee, and then of the City 
Council. He grew rich in an office to which 
no salary was attached. Finally his aspira- 
tions reached out to Congress, and he secured 
the nomination of his party Uy packing the 
Convention, At this point there was a public 
protest, A respectable Democrat, who had 
been cheated out of the regular nomination, 
ran as an independent candidate. A respect- 
able newspaper—the Truth-Teiler, alias the 
World—supported the Independent candi- 
date, and told in very plain language the 
true story of Muihooly’s career. The Boss 
decided that something must be done, and 
the editor was arrested for libel,—that‘ls, for 
telling the naked truth. 

The arrest was made on Saturday, and the 
editor was summoned before one of the ring 
Judges on Monday. The panel for jury-

BEER. 


Its Origin and Antiquity—The Nature 
of Its Ingredieunts—The Difference in 
Color Accounted For—How the Good 
Cause of Temperasce Has Been Bene- 
ited by Its Introduction into This 
Couatry—Good Reasons Why Physi- 
clans Should and Do Recommend its 
Use, Especially in Summer. 
The modus operandi of brewing beer was 

probably discovered by the Egyptians, for 
Herodotus 450 years before Christ stated 
that the Egyptians made their wine of bar- 
ley. Aristotle and Theophrastus speak of 
it very properly, and call it the wine of bar- 
ley. Other ancient descriptions by Isidorus 
and Orosius of the process in use in their 
time shows it did not differ essentially from 
that now in use, and how is it known but 
that the water turned into wine by our Sa- 
vior at the feast was not actually beer, or 
so-called wine in thase days? 

Beer is composed of barley, hovs, and 
water; the principal ingredient is barley, 
which must be of the very best quality and 
should be of the earliest crop, full and wiih- 
out blemish; then this barley must be con- 
verted into malt; to do this extreme care is 
necessary and considerable time is required, 
but owing to the inventive genius of our Na- 
tion the malting business bas been reduced 
to such a science that it is done to perfectiou 
in much less timethan theola Bavarian 
brewers used to take to arrive at the same 
degree of excellence. It is the last stage of 
malting that imparts to beer its various col- 
ors; the greater or less degree of heat em- 
ployed in drying the malt the darker or light- 
er becomes the beer,—titat is, the greater the 
heat the darker the malt, consequently the 
darker the beer. 

Before the introduction of beer into Amer- 
ica intemperance was far more common iv 
proportion to the populationtban now. Only 
twenty-five years ago, when the strong ales 
and porters were used so much, intemperance 
was more noticeable on our streets than. at 
this time. Beeris not inebriating, owing to 
the very smail percentage of alcohol enter- 
ing inte it; but is in summer-time especially 
a most healthful and pourishbing beverage, as 
is shown (in Bavaria) that with bread alone 
it constitutes a healthy diet, and owing to its 
popularity it is now obtainable at the fash- 
ionable club and saloon as well as at 
every saloon in the city or country, 
so that it can always be procured. 
Besides, whoever heard of any intemperate 
individual claiming that because he drank a 
EClass of beer he had to go to excess? Per 
contra,” how often you hear such an indi- 
vidual claim it was one glass of whisky that 
sent him on his prolongued carousal 
(although we claim a man is not a man when 
he has not will enough of hisown to say 
when he has had sufficient and say Wo“). 
Thus we claim beer has proved a great boop 
to the temperance cause. Perhaps the 
strongest reason of all which shonld induce 
the entire population to indulge in 
drinking a certain amount of beer daily 
during hot weather is the following: 
Diseases of the kidneys and dyspepsia are 
the prevailing compiaints of this country, 
and, if we remember rightly, it was the cele- 
brated Dr. Beard, of New York, who pro- 
cured the statistical records from all over 
the world, showing that fully seven-eighths 
of such diseases are in the Uni States, 
What is the cause of sucli a state of things? 
Simply the American absurdity of indulging 
in iced water, lemonade, cocktail creams, 
glaces, etc.: these are the causes, and 
physicians will tell you so; besides, if our 
readers will look at the matter in a common- 
sense light, itcertainly is convincing enough, 
or ought to be, that in hot weather, when 
one’s blood and entire system is heated to 
such a degree by natural causes, it must be 
the utmost folly to drink or eat such extreme 
cold iced concoctions: itis too much to ex- 
pect that the delicate organs of our systems 
will stand such abuse. A strong proof of 
which is the following telegram taken from 
Tue TrRiBuneE of June 12: 

“Canton, O., June 11.—John Schoralm, a 

prominent business-man of this town, died 

of paralysis of the stomach from the effects 
of drinking iced seltzer-water when over- 
heated.“

TWENTY-SECOND STREET SEWER. 

Those poruons of the great nine-foot brick 
sewer for whica the coutract has been let were 
completed last evening. This new sewer will 
prove an important sanitary factor in the fut- 
ure of the city. A TRIBUNE reporter took a 
look at the work just befure it was finally en- 
closed. It is entirely the plan of Col. Eliers, 
the Superiutendent of the Sewerage Depart- 
ment. who bas designed a drainage system for 
the southwestern portion of the city, Which. when 
completed, will forever prevent sucb overtiows 
as oocurred this winter and surmg. Tho section 
— completed is 5,000 feet long. and extends an 

wenty-second from Leavitt street to Califorula 
avenue. It is u circie, tweive inches thick, and 
the masonry is of the vest character. A walk 
turougu it showed that the work was thorough 
and well done. The walls were even and regu- 
lar, and a team couid be easily driven through 
it. It is the intention to continue this mam- 
moth sewer west to Crawford avenue, which is 
witbin a balf a mile of the city limits, and from 
Twenty-second eust to Laflin street, and thence 
south to its natural outfall at the river, where 
it ean intluenced by the pro- 
posed new pumping-works at Bridgeport.

MAN'S INHUMANITY TO MAN. 

A private letter, received by a gentleman. in 
this city yesterduy told of u fatal accident whicn 
occurred a few days ago to a young man from 
Chicago, who was ewpioved as a brakeman ou 
the Southern Pacitic Koad in Arizona. It is not 
at all improbable that the unfortunate young 
man had relatives or friends in Chicago to whom 
the annouacement of bie death will prove a sud 
shock. if the statements made in the letter are 
true, the fuial termination of the accident 
might, apparently. have 
there been sullicient promptness displayed 
by certain authorities of tae round in attending 
to the injured man, even though be was ont 
a brakeman.’ If such was the vase, the author- 
ities of the road will doubtiess regret that the 
circumstances have.come to light, while it will 
also be an anditional cause for sorrow to the 
young maus relatives. That portion of the let- 
ter regarding the accident reads as follows: 

A friend of mine, a Chicago boy named Sam 
Bell, was ruuning between bere (Tuc- 
son) and Demming, and was last seen 
alive at Continental Divide. While running 
from there to Gage—eight miles only 
—he fell off the trajn, and, although they 
bud a telegraph operator on the train, and could 
bave gotten permission by wire, they did nut 
run back to pick him up. Mind, they did not 
kuow whether he was alive or not. They re- 
ported it to the section gang ten minutes fur- 
ther on, who could not get to where he was for 
three hours or more after the time he was mis 
ed, and all of that time be was lying in the hot 
sun—ili rm the spade. He had crawled about 
fifty feet from where be fell, but when found 
Was nearly dead, and died in au bour.“

PLUMBING AND GAS-FITTING. 

Comment bas been made in the Times article 
upon the coutruct for plumbing; and I am spoken 
ot as having moved the awarding of this con- 
tract. Scheuster & Lumparter were deemed the 
lowest responsible and reliabie bidders for this 
work, and good reasons were urged for prefer- 
ri them over the two lower bidders. They 
(Scheuster 4 Lamparter) were strangers to 
me. I never saw them to know them 
until long after their contract was made. 
I became satistied by reliable information that 
they were men of good standing, and that they 

the means that would enable them to 
utun their contract. If I made the motion to 
award the contract to them, as I think was the 
case, I did it in pursuance of my own best judg- 
meot and that of a majority of the Board. I 
know that they had no know!edge or informa- 
tion beforehand of what I intended todo. The 
extra work which they have done, and which 
was not provided for in their contract, has been 
ordered upon the recommendation of the archi- 
tect ana the superintendent of the work, 
and I have no doubt it was necessary and 
proper. When such extra work involved the 
payment of any material amount, it bas been 
estimated and agreed upon before it was or- 
dered. I think it woula be found on strict 
examination thatevery change made of addi- 
tion directed in either the plumbing or gas- 
fitting was required in order to perfect the 
work and make it what it should be. 

A very strunge idea seems to exist in refer- 
ence to changes and additions, called “extras,” 
not provid for ina contract. There may be 
buildings, perhaps, completed turoughout witb- 
out any changes whatever. But the rule is that 
many will necessarily occur in the erection of 
any building. To characterize such extras as 
steals, and couvlude, without evidence, thut 
those authorizing them or claiming pay for 
them do so corruptly is not only unreasonable 
but malicious. It will be found on examivation, 
l think, that the total amount paid out or al- 
lowed for extras in the erection of Court- 
House (if we exclude the alterations in the 
stone by substituting granitand the extra for 
thicker stone. all of which were directed 1 
any of the present Board cume forward, and for 
which none of them are responsible, and in the 
brickwork) will fall far short of the average 
amount so allowed and paid in the construcvuon 
of buildings of a similar character.

What Gen. Smith Thinks of the 
Chicago Underground 
Railway. 


This City Well Adapted for the 
Construction of Such a 
Road. 


A Reporter’s Interesting Experience 
in Hunting Up Gen. 
Smith. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 22.—Gen. William Sooy Smith, 

oid Chicagoan, whe is nowin New York en- 

in constructing the great tunnel under 

the Hudson River, had a brief chat with your 

correspondent yesterday with regard to the un- 

derground railway in Chicago, which a company 

of local capitalists propose to buiid from the 
South Side to Evanston. 

The writer, after making a trip to the wilds of 
Hoboken, diving about 100 feet into the bowels 
of the earth, taking a run of over 500 feet under 
the Hudson, and thence over the river to New 
York, finally found the General at his residence 
on East Twenty-second street. He was prepar- 
ing for dinner, but readily acceded to Tus Tris- 
UNE’s demand for information, stating at the 
same time that he was profoundly interested in 
all public works affecting Chicago. 

Your correspondent had already met Mr. 
Charles Sooy Smith, the Generai’s son, who said 
that be and his father were made acquainted 
with the Chicago project of an underground 
railroad by a paragraph in Tue TRIBUNE some 
time ago, and afterwards more fully by a letter 
from Mr. E. C. Cole, of Chicago. Gen. Smith 
was then in Europe, 
cost of a tunnel such as proposed was sent on to 
Mr. Cole, the sum named being $200,000. ¥¢ 

Gen. Smith, in reply to the writer's questions, 
said: 

“I THINK WELL OF THE PROJECT. 
Chicago is famous for its business activity, its 
marvelous enterprise, and its bold, live way of 
doing things generally, but it’s away behind the 
age as to rapid transit. The possible building of 
a railroad tunnel underground for the con- 
venience of the city is a sub- 
ject of vast impurtance to the people, 
and Iam glad that Tue TrisuNe is interesting 
iteelf in the matter. The railways running into 
the city should have some entry other than 
through and across streets at the same level, 
and I believe that the cost of providing such an 
entry would be more than compensated by the 
improvement in the value of the property all 
along the line.“ 

„Would you prefer the narrow gauge?” 

“Certainly not. it is very desirabie for the 
comfort of the passengers, the prosperity of the 
company. and the general , that the stand- 
ara gauge be adopted, in view of future connee- 
tions which it may be desirable to make with 
lines outside the city. 

“What do you know of this company which 
proposes to bulld the subway?" 

Nothing at all, except that my son, who is 
my business partner, has been in communica- 
tion with Mr. E. C. Cole, who, I suppose, repre- 
sents the Company. But I am sure that any 
such project will find ready financial support, 
because I believe it will prove a very remyner- 
ative investment.

The Sitiver Galore He Has Struck in 
His New Mexican Mines. 
Interview in Washiggton Post, June . 
“What was your mission to Mexico? 
Were you after gold mines, or after converts 

to your peculiar views!“ 

„1 went to see @ome mines in the Black 
Range, in which Jam interested. It will be 
time enough for mö to make converts in 


» New Mexico after the Protestants have done 


their work.“ 

Is it true, as reported, that you and your 
associates have struck a big lead?“ 

Les, we have struck an exceedingly rich 
mine. In fact, we have struck several. We 
are all satisfied, and notbing more need be 
said,’ 

Wo are your lucky partners?“ 

„Col. Grafton is the principal man; I. E. 
Paine, S. B. Ladd, II. B. Denman, Maj. Frank 
Hess, Col. M. (G. Gillette, Senator Plumb, 
Maj. Hood, and Mr. Strohn, are all interested, 
and Paymaster J. II. Stevenson owns a large 
number of shares. We have a number of 
mines, and all are looking just as wellas a 
reasonable man could wish.“ 

“Is it true, as reported, that you will now 
abandon the law and devote your time to 
liberal writing and lecturing ?”’

* What is your —-＋4 New Mexico,

IJ do not think that New Mexico will ever 
amount to much as an agricultural State. It 
isa good grazing country inspots and strips, 
but it is principaliv valuable for its mines of 
copper, silver, and gold. New Mexicois Uke 
a rich miser clothed in rags. It looks poor 
outside, but under the surface you will find 
hidden away wealth enough for acontinent.” 

Is it not true, as far as your knowledge 
goes, that thesq reports of bonanzas are great- 
ly exaggerated Y” 

As a rule all reports (except those made 
by regular reporters) are exaggerations. 
Hundreds of people will pretend that they 
have found rich mimes, when, as a fact, they 
have only a few barren poles set on end in 
the ground.“ 

“How did the natives impress you,—the 
Pueblos ?”’ 

** saw but few of the natives. I met a 
great number of real, big-hearted, generous 
Amerteans. I am told, though, that the 
Pueblos are industrious, ignorant, and harm- 
less people, —that they are as patient as the 
little donkeys they maul. The Pueblos are 
all Catholies, and have been turned over by 
the Interior Department to the Presbyterians. 
lt seems to me almost cruel to take advan- 
tage.of a poor Indian in that way. It is bad 
enough to be a savage; but to be a savage 
and a Presbyterian is too much. The Pu- 
eblos are now a good sort of folks, but after 
the Presbyterians have had them in charge 
for a few years they had better be watched.“ 

„ How longa time do you think it will 

probably take to thoroly Americanize the 
country?“ 
»* With the present railway connections, 
and the mining interest growing as it has for 
a few months, the Territory will become 
thoroly Americanized. I was told by a law- 
yer in Santa Fé that the people were rapidly 
changing in their ideas and habits. Modern 
houses are being built. A splendid hotel is 
almost done at Santa Fé, and thousands of 
improvements are going on. As soon as 
those people begin to bifild good houses in- 
stead of wasting their time making crucifixes 
and walking in religious processions, they 
will become Americanized. New Mexico 
needs less holy water and more rain, more 
sense and less of what they call religion.” 

“How do the natives treat the new-com- 


“They treated me the best kind, I heard 
no complaints from others. I think that the 
natives are perfectly willing for anybody to 
come. ‘They have sense enough to know 
that emigrants will enrich the country, and 
that is more than the ‘natives’ of some 
States know.” 

‘“*What impression have you of your visit 
to the old City of Santa Fé ?”’ 

»The city looks as thougha high wind had 
blown all the houses away, leaving only the 
cellars and first story. It is astrange, quaint, 
old, sleepy, happy piace. The people are not 
in a hurry; they enjoy the sunshine; they 
sit in the plaza and look at the little monu- 
ment. Their houses are really comfortable, 
and all the folks seemed contented.” 

Vid you enter the famous old cathedral 
there, and what do you think of it and its 
founders °%”’ 

1 did not go into the ‘old cathedral,’ so 
called. I saw an old adobe building ina 
tumble-down condition, and was told that it 
was an old church. I take no interest in the 
mistakes of ancient Mexicans. I suppose it 
was built in old times in order that the 
builders might have the protection of God. 
In this they failed. They were protected 
neither from the United States nor the In- 
dians.

The South Side Company Putting Up 


Its Buildings and Laying 
Its Tracks. 


The System Destined to Furnish a 80. 
lution of the Rapid-Transit 
lem. 


No suggested or attempted improvement in 
the matter of street-car service has attracted 
more attention thah the system of hauling the 
cars by means of an endless wire cable, which 
is now being put into operacion by the South Side 
Street-Railway Company. Friday the State- 
street cars were switched on to Wabas avenue, 
and the Archer- avenue Cars to Clark street, in 
order that the work of laying the road-bed, 
track, and cables on State street might be begun. 
The street bas to be graded yet, and t will be 
considerable work necessary before new 
arrangement can be gotten ready for use; but a 
beginning has been made, and the work will go 
right along until compieted. It is intended to 
apply the cable system first to the State street, 
Wabash avenue, and Oottage Grove avenue 
lines, and in the event of success, to extend it to 
all the South Bide street railroads. 

The work of prepar@g the track is an ardu- 
ous one. Everything is to be arranged for 
solidity, strength, and endurance. A change in 
the motive power, by which the street-cars of 
Chicago are impelled, is 

NO LIGHT UNDERTAKING, 
and the experiment will be an extremely costly 
one. The cable system has been in use io San 
Francisco since 1873, but the climate of that city 


is not marked by the great variations of tem- 
perature with which Chicago is afflicted, and the 
conditions here differ widely from those of the 
Californian metropo.is. In San Francisco, how- 
ever, the grades are very heavy, while here 
everything is on a dead level. On the Chicago 
South Side lines there are very few curves or 
turns, 80 that, in some respects, the cable sys- 
tem will have a better chance here than in most 
other cities. 

The Hailway Company have made a good 
9 not only with regard to the material and 
plant necessary to operate the three lines by the 
cable system, but with the muin building ia 
which the machinery for furnisbi the neces- 
sary power is to be placed. This building will be 
located on the corner of Twenty-first ana State 
streets, immediately south of the existing car- 
barn, It will be a two-stery and basement 
brick structure, with a frontage of 144 feet on 
State street, and a depth of 151 feet. Tue 
engine-room, in which four ve Woo 
each of 200 horse power, are to piaced, 
will be 90x2] feet, and steam will be generated 
by eighteen tubular boilers. Alithe necessary 
machinery has been contracted for, and a con- 
siderable por uon of it is now on the ground. An 
immense smoke-stack 150 feet in hight will 
form a noticeabie feature of building, the 
foundadons of which have already been laid.

bave been earefully kept in view in preparing 
the plans for this building. Where the heavier 
weights are to rest, piles have been driven to 
support the beavy stone foundations. The en- 
gines and boilers will Occupy the lower floors, 
and the appee part of the building will furnish 
additional room for the machinery and for 

aud manufacturing purposes. 

It is somewhat difficult, without the aid of 
diagrams, to give an exact and thorough ex- 
planation of the cable system. The rails on 
which the cars run will be of similar construc- 
tion to those now in use, and wiil rest on string- 
ers of pine. At intervals of four feet yokes” 
heavy iren are laid transversely, and upon tne 
central portion of these rest iron bearings of 
peculiar form. These will support double longi- 
tudinal sections of Z iron, set an inch or so 
apart in order to forma slot. The space be- 
tween the supporting yokes and the bearings, 
which only touch them at the sides, will be filled 
in solidly with conerete, and the work when 
completed will stand for an age. Wherever 
there is extra weight to sustain, 
as at the oe building and the 
startmg- points, the whole arrangement will be 
— upon longitudinal girders, or beams, of 

irun. 

The cable will be one and a quarter inches in 
diameter, of Swedish iron, and will consist of six 
coils, with seventeen Strands to the coil. This 
variety of iron bas been 

PREFERRED TO STEEL, 

for the reason that it wWuot so subject to break- 
age. The cable will rup through the space with- 
in the bearings before mentioned, and will puss 
over drums at the engine-house and the 
terminal points. It is intended to operate 
the road two sections—north and 
south from the building. Thus the State 
street cars will be operated from 
Randolph to Twenty-first street by one cable, 
and from ‘Twenty-first street to the southern end 
of the line by another. The cables will be con- 
stantly in mouon at the rate, it is anticipated, of 
six to cight miles an hour. Nothing then re- 
mains but to attach the motive power, thus sup- 
plied, to the cars. 

For this purpose what is known as the grip- 
gar, or dumm, is used. One of these has been 
built, and within a few days will ve fitted with 
the necessary apparatus. In this car the seats 
for passeagers are at the sides and on the ends, 
and in the centre is the space in 
which the machiwery for dving the 
“gripping’’ will be plaved. This will consist 
of an attachment somewhat similar to a reverse 
lever, Which can be readily operated by one man. 
An arm passes from this through tne slot to the 
tube in which the cable runs, and, by a very sim- 
ple yet effective device, can be made to lay hoid 
or let go of the cable ‘instantaneously. That is 
to say, when it is designed to sturt a car, the con- 
stantiy-traveling cable is caught on to by an ar- 
rangement attached te the car, and the vehicle 
is instantly set in mation. The release of the 
clamps or grips which hold the cable 
deprives the car of its motive-power, 
the cable goes merrily along about its business, 
and the acquired momentum of the car is over- 
come by the ordinary brukes. 

It is claimed that stops can be made in this 
way in less tban half the time required when 
horses are used. ‘lo start the car again, the 
conductor, driver, or engineer (which ever he 
should be called) moves bis lever, the clamps 
aguin catch on to the cabie, and the machine 
Starts, traveling, as a matter of course, at the 
same rute as the cable itself. The speed at 
which this will move will be 


SIX MILES PER HOUR DOWN-TOWN, 

and seven to eignt miles per hour south of 
Twenty-first street. Euch grip-car will haul one 
or more passeuger-cars of the ordinary con- 
struction, so that the Ordinary capacity of the 
rumd will be nearly doubled, even if no better 
time is made than with the present «system. But 
with the cables better time will undoubtedly be 
made, the delay occasioned by stopp: and 
starting being reduced to a minimum. Aga, 
the curs can bo run mueh more closely together 
than is at present possinie. 

Mr. Holmes, Superintendent of the South Side 
road, vesterday informed a TRIBUNE reporter 
that it was expected, if nothiwg untoward oc- 
curred, to have the system in running 
order on one or more ot the lines in 
about two months. Of course, in an 
uodertaking of this character there were 
many ditheulties to overcome. As an instance 
of this, the yokes had caused much trouble, 
and special machinery bad to be made for bend- 
img them to the shape requirea. This trouble 
had been overcome at last, and a considerable 
number already delivered. As soon as the city 
gots through with State street, the railroad men 
Will begin and will rush the work with all possi- 
bie speed. The officers of the road are couti- 
deut of the success of the plan, and have intro- 
duced mene modifications of and improvements 
upon the Sau Fruneisco system. They have 
gone into this thing beartily, and for permanent 
work, believing that the days of the horse-car 
in Chicago are numbered, and that the cable 
system will go a long way toward furnishing 
t great desidcratum—rapid transit withia the 
city.

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PROFITABLE RAILROADING. 


How a Pacific Bailroad Was Built 
and How the Government Was Bob- 
bed—Inner Workings ef the Western 
Development Company—Dividends of 
Twenty Millions. 

San Francisco Chronicle, 

For a decade and a halt the building of our 
transcontinental railroad has been vaunted 
as the greatest engineering achievement of 
the age. So long as it stood alone its claims 
in that respect were acknowledged. But the 
repetition by the original builders of their 
enterprise, and the rapidiy-approaching com- 
pletion of a third road across the continent, 
and others—the consummation of which is 
descernible with no great strength of divina- 
tion—have made the original achievement 
commonplace. 
performance of the men who carried to com- 
pletion the first enterprise is unapproachable. 
Other men may girdle the continent with 
railways, but the financial tact aud executive 
ability of the first builders will remain inim- 
itable. The scaling of mountains and bridg- 
ing of chasms were great feats, but the 
financial engineering was the work of almost 
superhuman genius, which will forever, it is 
to be hoped, stand; unique. The ability was 
great which induced the States and the Gen- 
eral Government to give them far more than 
enough in suvsidies to buiid the road, but to 
let the work out to themselves under another 
name and make magnificent millions out of 
the stockholders on the building of the road 
cannot be overrated. A great deal has: 
been heard in a general way, from 
tine to time, of these later op- 
erations. The original machinery by which 
they were accomplished was the Crédit Mo- 
biller of the Union Paelfic and Contract 
& Finance of the Central Pacific. The dis- 
closure of the former eight or nine years ago 
by meaus of a lawsultin Penusylvania cre- 
ated a great stir and s al througout the 
conutry. ‘The operations of the Contract & 
Finance Company have often been mentioned 
in a general way, and some e have 


been made to show the eno 8 profits it 
made for its projectors, It has, however, 
passed under new names and its books been 
destroyed, so that the full truth will never be 
known unless tardy remorse should drive 
some of the plunderers to confession. 
‘Though the name has passed away, the sys- 
tem has been perpetuated in Pacific Coast 
railroad enterprise, and a pending proceeding 
incourtis throwing an electr ic-light glare 
into its inner darkness. 

Mark Hopkins, one of the four projectors 
of these enterprises, died about three years 
ago. His widow was appointed administra- 
trix of his vast estate. One of his surviving 
brothers, becoming dissatisfied with her 
management and the prospective distribuuon 
of the estate, petitioned the Superior Court 
for her removal, and for an accounting. The 
survivors of the railroad quartet grew very 
nervous at the prospect of a judicial inquiry 
into their proceedings, and offered the con- 
tentious relative $450,000 in aadition to the 
$2,000,000 he had already received, nearly 
twice what the admiunistratrix indicated 
would be his share on final settlement, if he 
would forego the legal proceedings. He in- 
sisted on terms too large even for them to 
consider, worried as were, and 
the matter finally went into court. 
Testimony has been taken in the mat- 
ter at odd times for a fortnight past, and 
published from day to day in the news- 
apers. The principal witnesses examined 
— been Charles Crocker, one of the quar- 
tet: F. 8. Douty, President of the Western 
Development Company and Secretary of the 
Pacific Improvement Company, the cnrono- 
logical successors of the Contract & Finance 
Company, the Pacific Improvement Com- 
pany being the existing institution, and Solon 
*attee, an expert accountant paid by the 
Hopkins estate for examining the accounts 
and reporting thereon. They have been un- 
willing witnesses, with reluctant memories 
and convenient uncertainties; but the ju- 
dicial thumbscrews have extorted a part of 
the truth from them, and the result is a tale 
of millions which puts to the blush the mar- 
velous story of Aladdin and his lamp. What 
that tale is will appear from the testimony of 
these three witnesses, condensed from the 
official shorthand report. 

Messrs, Stanford, Huntington, Hopkins, 
and Crocker, having Incorporated the Cen- 
tral Pacitie Railroad Company, with thei- 
selves as Directors, obtained grants and sub- 
sidies more than sufficient to build the road 
disposed of much of its capital stock, and 
floated its bonds wit vernment guarantees 
behind them, and fof Med themselves into a 
corporation known as the Contract & Finance 
Company, with dummy Directors. Its pur- 
oses were, like that of its .original, the 
aris Crédit Mobilier of 1852-58, of a most 
elastic character, comprehending banking, 
the carrying on of construction, manufactur- 
ing. mining, mereantile, mechanical, and 
commercial business in all or any branches, 
and Pin all things tributary there- 
to. They en proceeded to contract 
with the railr for everything ap- 
pertaining to the building of the road, 
and, being Directors of both Companies 
were enabled to get contracts without any o 
the disadvantagesot competition. Howmuch 
they made on the operation will, as before in- 
timated, probably never be known, as there 
are none of the books in existence, but it was 
enough to induce them to continue the sys- 
tem, and enabled them to undertake another 
transcontinental road withoutsubsidy. Even 
after the road was completed. and before an- 
other was begun, it was of advantage, and 
has ever since been, as a means of conceal- 

the profits of thelr roads, and thus head- 
ing of the demand for cheaver rates of 
freights and fares. The Contract Fi- 
nance Company, after some comparatively 
small contracts on brauch roads in this 
State, disincorporated for reasons best 
known to its members themselves, 
and formed anew under the name of the 
Western Development Company. A Board 
of — Directors, of whom Douty 
was President, was formed, from one to five 
shares being placed in the name of each to 
qualify him to act. ‘The stock was all owned 
in equal shares by Stanford, Huntington 
Hopkins, and Crocker. ‘The Company had 
no issue of Capital stock, but each of the 
artners treated it as a bank or depositor 
nto which he paid all the money he could 
raise to carry on its business, ‘hese de 
its were considered loans, and interest was 
paid on them, besides which enen partner 
drew from it at pleasure on his own indi- 
vidual account, sharing alike in the profits 
As Directors of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road they let contracts to theuiselves for the 
stockholders to build the road and furnish 
allitssuppiles, In this way the Southern 
Pacitic in this State hs far east as Yuma, on 
the Colorado River, the Northern Railway, 
and the San Pablo & ‘Tulare Railroad were 
built by the Western Development Company

Solon Pattee, the expert employed at the 
instance of W. S. Hopkins, the heir seeking 
to remove the widow from the administra- 
tion, testified that his examination practically 
extended only to the Western Development 
and S., H., H. & C. accounts.

account. He found the accounts and system 
of bookkeeping * complicated. Discoy- 
ering no books of the Contract & Fi- 
nance Company, he looked through the 
account of its suecessor, S., II., . & 
C. Western Development Company; 
examined the stockbooks of the Southern 
and Central Pacific, and to a limited extent 
the accounts of the Pacific Improvement. 
The principal item which he. discovered was 
that on Dec. 31, 1879, the assets of the West- 
ern Development Company, taking the stock 
and bonds at par, and includ some not de- 
livered, amounted to $22,810,500.43. He also 
states distinetly that the stock of the Western 
Development Company—that is, the amount 
loaned or deposited 2 Hunting- 
ton, Hopkins, and Crocker as working capi- 
tal—is not included in this aggregate. It 
will probably be conceded by the average 
business-man for a concern which h 
distributed $21,000,000°in dividends, switched 
$20,000,000 off on profit and loss balance, and 
been side-tracking regularly to its tour de- 
ae interest at from 7 to 10 per cent, this 
s a pretty solid residuum. At the same 
time, the “liabilities” of these parties (to 
themselves) was $11,316,497,22, e figures 
are so large as to stagger comprehension, but 
the mind can grasp the fact by hook or 
by crook, railroading has been profitable to 
nines, Crocker, Huntington, and Hop- 
Ins.

RESISTING ARREST. 


4 Gang of Robbers Overtaken and Com- 
* pelied to Surrender Aiter Showing a 

Determined Ficht. 

Sovrn BEexp, Ind, June-23.—W. II. Boll- 
man, living on a farm south of Lapaz, was 
approached by three men just as he was 
going to the house for dinner, who presented 
six cocked revolvers at him and demanded 
all his wealth. Bollman tried to reason with 
them, but they tied his hands and feet, gagged 
him, and then went through the house, secur- 
ing about 850. They left, coming in this di- 
rection, leaving Boliman tied until a man 

ing along the road released him. Boll 
Man immediately organized a posse and 
started in pursuit of the robbers, and over- 
hauied them about dark. A free fight ensued, 
both sides firing from behind trees whenever 
a head showed itself. Darkness came on and 
the robbers escaped. In the morning pursuit 
‘was resumed, and toward evening word was 
sent to Sheritf Johnson that the robbers were 
for this city, doubtless to take the 
cars. atch was set along the track, and 
oe at dusk this evening sharp firing ina 
eld south of this city’s limits hurried the 
ofiicers there. They found the farmers 
had the robbers at bay in a corn-tield, after 
numerous shots had been exchanged on both 
sides. Each one of the desperadves had two 
gevoivers, and they fired from the corn-field 
at their pursuers as long as their ammuni- 
tion lasted. One of the bullets from the re- 
volvers whizzed in close 8 to the 
head of Joseph Hok, who lives in the local- 
ity, and induced him to enlist in the engage- 
ment. He procured a shot-gun, and, getting 
within easy range of the robbers, let Hy at 
one 4 them, bringing him down at the first 
roun 

At this stage the other two threw down 
their firearms and surrendered, and were 
brought to the jail. ‘They were loaded down 
with revolvers, stungshots, and knives. The 
wounded robber was shot twice in the head, 
once in the shoulder, once in the wrist, once 
in the arm, and once in the thigh, and suf- 
fered considerably from his wounds, He 
upbraided the ethers for surrendering, stat- 
mg that Frank Rande wo not have been 

cowardly as to yield to ot of Grangers. 
e was undoubtedly his beau ideal of a 
robber, and as leader of the gang he had en- 
deavored to pattern after that noterious out- 
law and cutthroat. All three are tough- 
looking felluws, and their capture will be a 
relief to the neighborhood where they were 
captured. They surrendered only because 
their ammunition gave out.

PINANCIAL. 


There has not often been greater uncertainty 
in the minds of the average operator as to the 
immediate future of stocks than in the the last 
day or two. Stocks have been irregular, uncer- 
tain, and dull. There were free sales of Michi- 
gan Central by the public, who do not seem de- 
terred by the severe decline that has already 
taken piace from undertaking to deliver it at 
still lower prices. Northern Pacific preferred 
was active at a lower range than on the day be- 
fore. Oregon Railway dropped to 170, and re- 
covered to Il. There were no further develop- 
ments as to the plans of the Villard pool. 

The general tendency of the market may per- 
haps be accurately guessed from the bebavior 
of the Vanderbiits and Southwesterns, which 
were liable to be most affected by the facta and 
rumors used by the bears. First, as to the Van- 
derbilts. Canada Southern, for which much 
lower prices were predicted, and which declared 
no dividend at all. lost 1 for the day, closing at 
6044, against 70% the day before. Michigan Cen- 
trai, which was freely sold short by the bears 
West and East, declined &, to 105%. Lake Shore, 
which made a statement for the half- year 
showing a surplus of only $36,000, went off &. to 
128, and did not sell below 127%. New York Cen- 
tral gained , to 146, 

These unimportant fluctuations occurred in 
face of the most depressing rumors as to 
cutting of rates. Information was sent out 
early inthe day that rates were being cut on 
both east-bound and west-bound business, and 
that passenger rates were being cut, as had been 
already announced in the railroad column of 
Tun Tripuns. As to the Southwestern stocks, 
although positive assertions were made that 
Southwestern business was being done at reduced 
rates, and that a free-for-all competition had 
begun, there was no deciine in the stocks of the 
roads most deepiy involved in such a losing 
game. Wabash common advanced from 56% to 
56%; the preferred was steady at 9%. Illinois 
Central preferred made 1, to 140\%. St. Joe pre- 
ferred advanced from 114\% to1l4%. Kansas & 
Texas was ½ higber, at 30%. The Vanderbilts 
and Southwesterus had to bear all the brunt of 
the reports about rate-cutting. Upon them, too, 
was concentfated the bad news as to the crops. 
That they have shown such strength in the face 
of such assaults is remarkable. It is not caicu- 
lated to give the bears encouragement. 

Rumors were repeated that Sage and Gould 
are seeking control of the Elevated system. 
Manhattan earnings increased the first three 
weeks in June $54,000, and increased $14,500 in 
the last five days. One of the few serious fluctu- 
ations yesterday was a decline of 2K in Metro- 
politan, to di. The dividends due by the Man- 
hattan Company are payable July 1. It was 
rumored in New York, and generally believed, 
that Manbattan had secured funds with which 
to meet its dividend obi:zations. 

Union Pacific was remarkably steady, ranging 
between 129% and 129%. The books of the Com- 
pany show that 175,000 shares of this stock are 
held by five persons. as follows: W. H. Vander- 
bilt, 60,000; S. J. Tilden, 20,000; Oliver Ames and 
associates, 65,000; and Dillon, 30,000. The pros- 
pects for an advance in this stock are said to be 


The grangers were very firm. Northwestern 
common went up K. to 126. St. Paul opened at 
125 and closed at 125%. The extra issue of 638. 
000,000 proposed will not, it is said, be made at 
present. Woermsboffer is strongly opposed to it. 
Crop prospects along these roads are good. 

New York advices stated that the bulls feel 
no alarm. The best opinions agree that there 
will be a feverish, unsettled brokers’ market 
until after July 4, and after that there will be a 
fair bull movement. This dispatch caused some 
consternation among Western buils, who put 
very little confidence in Wall street caicuia- 
tions of the future. But their is somg con- 
firmation of this view of the market. icago 
brokers report that it was difficult to buy stocks 
yesterday ut limits, showing that there was litt ie 
real desire to realize. Agood many operators 
have sold out, and are waiting for lower prices 
to buy.

A fair degree of activity was apparent in dry- 
goods circies. The number of buyers to be seen 
was small, but the mail and telegraph orders 
mounted up to pretty liberal proportions, and 
jobbers were well pleased with the volume of 
business accomplished. Values remained steady 
and firm. Groceries were freely ordered by the 
city and country trade, and prices again ruled 
firm. Sugars are in large demand, and the mar- 
ket was firm, with a slight upward tendency. 
There is not much activity in  cof- 
fees, but the market occupies a firm 
position. Teas are moving freely at full prices. 
In the dried-fruit market there were no changes. 
Trade was active, and foreign descriptions were 
again very strong, witb prunes, raisins, and cit- 
ron still showing an advancing tendency. Fish 
were firm as last quoted. The butter market 
was active’ and steady. Cheese was weak, in 
sympathy wich the Eastern market. There was 
a fair movement in oils at generally steady 
prices. Coal was dull and unsettied. Pig-iron 
remains weak. . 

Hay was dull with very few sales noted, and 
those taking a wide range. Broom-corn is mov- 
ing steadily, business being principally in the 
medium grades. Building materials are re- 
markably active and firm for all descriptions. 
Eggs were steady at 14@14c per doz. In green 
fruits berries of all kinds were higher, strawber- 
ries seiling,from $1.25 to $2.50 per 16-quart 
box. Hide dealers report the trade 
quiet for all kinds, with heavy receipts 
of dry hides from the Far West. Potatoes are 
firm for new and steady for old, the former sell- 
ing at $2.50@3.00 per bri. Tallow is steady and 
slow of sale. Wool remains quiet, little of the 
new stock coming in, farmers preferring to hoid 
for better prices.

WEST-SIDE GAS- WORKS. 


The Strike Net Ended Vet, 

The strike among the workmen at the gas- 
house of the West Side Gas Company still con- 
tinues. and there seems to be no sign of a con- 
cession on either side. Last evening a reporter 
of Tne TRIBUNE Stepped over to the gus- works, 
at the corner of Centre avenue and Twentr- 
second street, for the purpose of ascertaining 
what turn affairs bad taken. 

Mr. H. Pratt, the Superintendent of the works, 
was found in the office. He stated that none of 
the men who had quit work Friday morning bad 
returned to wor k. Early yesterday murning be

had been short-h anded, but during the day he 


had engaged new men, enough to operate the 
coal-works, and had shut down the oil-works 
compietely. Everything bad been quiet during 
the day, and no violence had been attempted by 
the strikers. He said that the new hands had 
been hivsed by a crowd of strikers when they 
left work at 6 o'clock, but no biows had been 
exchanged. ‘The greeu bands had done the work 
very well, but of course they could not do as 
well as the old men. It took about twelve of 
them to do the work of eight oid bands. He did 
not think they would take back anyof the 
strikers, possibly with the exception of a few 
first-class men. who were indispensable. When 
the new bands were engaged they were told that 
tbey would be retained permanently if their 
work was satisfactory, and it would not do to 
break fagth with them. With their force of new 
men they could keep the works running to their 
full extent, as they bad plenty of gas and the 
gus-meters were well up. 

Across the street a reporter met a few of the 
strikers, who were quietly discussing the situa- 
tion and the probable outcome. They were 
unanimous in the declaration that they would 
hold out. One of the numder stated that from 
the appearance of the gus in the street-la nps 
he should judge t there were only two and 
one-half feet hour, when there should be 
four feet. He said that the statement from the 
works that they bad closed up the oljl-works was 
not so, as he was sure they were working forty- 
two reports ‘to their full capacity. The men 
say that to-morrow they will take what money 
is due them, and quitaltogetber. They bad in- 
tended to do this n but a committee 
had waited on Mr. Billi e President of the 
Company, at his residence, to lay their 
cuse before him before they took any decided 
action. Mr. Billings was ill, but he said be would 
try and get up to the works ne the day, 80 
the nen waited for bim. He fallod to appear, 
however, and they decided to take the action 
Monday. They said that Mr. Billings told the 
Committee that Mr. Pratt, the Superintendent, 
had misrepresented the mento him. With re- 
gurd to the statement that the new men had been 
hissed, the strikers decivred it untrue, and 
stated further that no ill-fecling existed be- 
tween them and the green- uns.“ They ex- 
pressed themselves pleased with Tur TRIBUNE'S 
report of the strike printed yesterday morning, 
deviaring it to be very fuair,anad toid the reporter 
to inform the readers of his paper that to-night 
the West-Siders would be using nothing but 
oll-gas.

FEDERAL CRIMINALS. 


Judge Blodgett Clears His Docket. 

Owing to the time that was consumed Friday 
in arguing the motions for new trial in the 
Ralph and Doyle only a part of the pris- 
oners convicted in United States District 
Court were sentenced then. The rest of them 
were disposed of yesterday morning by Judge. 
Biodgett. Only a few spectators were present, 
the interest baving died out with the sentenc- 
ing of Doyle, the bond forger, Friday after- 
noon. 

The first cases were those of John Burns and 
Joseph P. O'Malley, the former a regular and 
the latter a special policeman at different polls 
in the inth ard, who were convicted 
with 1 toring with Special Deputy United 
States Marshals at the November elec- 
tion. Col. Ca e he 
could for them motion 
for a new trial, but it was overruled, and the 
Judge sentenced each of them to pay a fine of 
$10 and costs. The Judge, in sentencing them, 
said he was not surprised that inauguration 
of a new practice and the assertion of a new 
power to k the peace and exercise the func- 
tions which police of the city had long sup- 

tothem exciusively might to 

some extent excite jealousy and a feel of dis- 
trust. It was quite probabie tbe special police- 
men acted without auy walice toward the Dep- 
uty Marshals, but there had been a technical 
violation of the law, and a small fine should be 
imposed. In some otber cases of a similar char- 
acter the defendants had consented toa verdict 
against them, and, though he did not feel that 
those who bad chosen to defend themselves 
should be treated any worse, yet, on the cou- 
trary, they were not entitled to any more favor. 
caze of Peter W. Williams, convicted of 
sending obsceme photographs and circulars 
through the muils, came next. His counsel, Mr. 
Asay, made a proposition that Williams, if ro- 
leased, would quit the business and burn his 
dirty stock — trude, and he contended that jus- 
tice would bd as well served by breaking up the 
business as by punishing the guilty. Judge 
promptiy overruled the motion. He said the 
testimony in the case fully sustained the ver- 
dict of the jury. The prisoner had been found 
guilty of sending obscene, lewd, and lascivious 
matter through the mails. While it was pos- 
sible that artists might need for the purpose of 
their education pictures of nude women, yet, 
the Judge said, be did not think the world was 
auy better by the paintings of nude figures 
by artists, or the chiseling of theth in marble, 
— the beginning of time until now. He 
d ted whether they had been an improving 
exhibition to the world at large. But when 
such pictures were sent through the mails indis- 
criminately to youth whose passions were easily 
intlamed, the people were entitled to protec- 
tion against such terrible danger of demoraliza- 
tion. The sentence of the Court would be that 
th®aprisoner be taken to the County Jail, and 
thefice within tifteen days conveyed to the Pen- 
itentiary at Chester at bard labor for the period 


of two years. 

Jonn P. Leist. who re guilty to cutting 
opeu a mail-pouch and stealing thirteen letters 
or pack was seutenved to a tine of $500, 
and stand committed until paid. Leist’scharac- 
ter was irreproachable before this crime, which 
was done while he was drunk, and the Judge, 
who was greatly affected, said he felt author- 
ized to make the sentence thus light, in order to 
save the prisoner from the shame of a prison, 
and give bim an opportunity to retrieve him- 
self. and all present, judging from the evidence 
as to characterand the young man's honest look, 
felt the judicial clemency was well bestowed. 
The fine and costs were paid during the day. 

The District Attorney, Gen. Leake, deserves a 
word or twoof the highest commendation for 
the able way in which he has performed his duty 
from the time the Grand Jury was impaneled up 
to the time the last criminal was sentenced. The 
cases, with but few unavoidable exceptions, 
were ready when called, the evidence in good 
shape, and generally sufficient to insure the con- 
viction of the guilty persons. The sentences 
also of Judge Bioagett were felt by all to be 
just, and yet when proper tempered with mercy. 
The only exceptions that might be made were 
in the match-bond perjury cases, where the sen- 
tences seem light in comparison with the offense. 
It is easy to see that it is no careless routine 
task for the Judge to send even a guilty man to 
the Penitentiary for years, but bis duty was per- 
formed with ali judgment and discretion. 


College Men in Shakspeare Parts. 

London Daily News. 
Some of the young Oxford men who won such 
distinction a little while ago by their repre- 
geutation in Greek of the “ Agamemnon” of 
Eschyius are about to en e in a yet more 
difficult drumatic attempt. They intend shortly 
to play Komeo and Juliet for a few nights to 
London audiences. The new task is harder than 
the former, just as it is more likely to prove at- 
tractive to the ordinary London theatre-goer. 
A Greek trag@dy like the “ Agamemnon” calis 
for stately heroic interpretation and a majestic 
gravity of movement which are very different 
from the qualities that will be required for the 
presentation of Sbakspeare’s passionate love 
play. It is much more difficult for a young man 
to give a really worthy representation of the 
star-crossed lover of Verona than to appear 
picturesque in the Grecian garments of the 
vengeful wife of the King of men. It is harder 
to do justice to Romeo's wail over the body of 
Juliet than to roil forth the sonorous speeches 
of Clytemnestra. But the ung Oxford men 
were so good in their rendering of Aischylus 
that their Shakspeareau attempt must be re- 
garded with interest, and not a few persons 
probably will look forward with considerable 
curiosity to seeing the child of Leda put off 
her Spartan garb and become a Romeo and a 
Montague.

W. C. COUP’S CIRCUS. 

After the adjectives of the circus adver- 
tisements, it is difficult to indicate a high de- 
cree of merit in the actual performance with- 
out laying two or three other languages be- 
sides the English under contribution. But 


it is a sober statement of fact that Coup’s 


Circus, which has been exhibiting on the 
Lake-Front during the past week is, in the 
opinion of nearly everybody who attended 
it, the best ever seen here. It is difficult to 
conceive after witnessing one of the exhibi- 
tions what could have been theold objections 
to the circus. Our forefathers used to re 
gard the tent of the showman as the gateway 
to Hell. Possibly the jokes of the clowns 
were then much broader than they should 
be, and the skirts of the young lady 
riders were thought to be shockingly short. 
But such objections as these cannot be urged 
against any of the modern circuses. The 
most modest maiden can look on at any or 
all of their performances without a blush. 
Coup has gone further than any of them in 
suppressing the stupidities of theclown, who 
is made by comparison a very respectable 
actor. It may almost be said that the enter- 
taininent offered by Coup is dignified. It has 
at least some peculiar attraction for the 
grown folks; and it may be noticed that at 
least one nurse, a father and mother, two 
grown-tp aunts, and an uncle or sv are re- 
quired to take one very small child to the 
show and bold him down during his trans- 
ports of delight. 

Coup himself is a calm, large person, 
lookmg like a deacon on a lark in a strange 
neighboruoed, He has a phlegmatic temper- 
gmenut. A circus proprictor in these times 
must be constituted without nerves; tor if 
he had any the incessant worry, responsi- 
bility. and importunity would kill him, A 
large amountof capital is emvarked in one 
of uhese traveling voimbinations,—a quarter 
ot a miilion of dollars at least, —and Mr. 
Coup says more nearly half a million in his 
case. His tent alone, which is the largest in 
the world, cost a pretty sum of money,— 
figures cannot be trusted just here,—and it is 
necessary for him now to have an exact du- 
plicate made, and this is being done in Chi- 
eago. Lou see if a big storin should come 
up and blow this tent into strips, I would 
in a very bad tix,” said Mr. Coup slowly.

Whena mere child she appeared 
in “Pizarro” in the Chestnut-Street Thea- 
tre, Philadelphia. As she progressed iu 
years her talent for act grew, and in mel- 
odrama especially she achieved a high repu- 
tation. She was a very beautiful woman and 
had a voice that a prima donna might have 
envied. In 1881 she married Mr. Thorne 
and participated in all her husband’s his- 
trionic triumphs. Her first appearance in 
New York was at the old Lafayette The- 
atre as Little Pickle, in the old play 
of “The Spoiled Child,“ After performing 
at the Chatham Garden Theatre, on the 
south side of Chatham street below Pearl, 
with her husband she opened at the Rich- 
mond Hill Theatre, and afterward Mr. 
‘Thorne engaged a company for the West 
India Islands, and they sailed for Bermuda 
in the schooner Roarer. They were unable 
to find the Island, and they put into St. 
Thomas and opened the theatre to good busi- 
ness. After play there for four weeks 
they went on to St. Croix, where the yellow- 
fever took off three members of the little 
company. Halifax was the next place visited, 
Mrs. Thorne, as was her invariable custom, 
accompanying her husband. There they re- 
maine only a few weeks and, returning to 
New York, Mr. Thorne opened the New 
Chatham Theatre. Mrs. Thorne was an im- 
mense attraction, and enjoyed great popular- 
ity. She played Jack Sheppard over seventy 
nights. or three or four years they contin- 
ued at the New Chatham, and then paida 
flying visit tothe Brazils. Ihey opened at Rio 
Janei but were not very successful, Mrs. 
Thorfie next appeared at the National Thea- 
tre, Boston, in juvenile and singing busivess 
with her husband as the leading man, under 
the management of Mr. Pelby. ‘There they 
rema:ned two seasons, and in consequence 
of a dispute with the manager left, anda 
complimentary benefit was tendered them at 
the Tremont Temple.

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FORTY-SEVEN YEARS AGO. 


John L. Wiisen’s Reminiscences ef Chi- 
cage in Karty Days. 

Hor Sprines, Ark., June 20.—There was hard- 
ly a building of any kind gouth of Lake street, 
in Chicago, and not one between it and Mich» 
gun City forty-seven years Ago except the Ferry 
House, kopt by John Mann (no relative of the 
present Sheriff), at the Calamink River, fifteen 
miles from the then village, Ovep which came 
all of the land travei from the East to the Weat. 
The name of this stream at that time was Cala- 
mic, or Calamink, siguifyimg, as near as can be 
ascertained, * Muskrat.” When the town at its 
mouth was laid out by a Mr. Benton and George 
W. Dole, it was called Calumet,“ signifying 
“Pipe,” by which name the stream is now 
known. What changes, within three years of 
half of the nineteenth century, time bas brought 
about! Where to begin to enumerate them be- 
wilders one’s brain, and to end passeth all un- 
derstanding. Just ask yourself the question, 
How many of the half million of inbabitaats 
that comprise the city of to-day were born at 
that time,and how many that then comprised 
its population are now living? An average 
horse-car would nearly contain the voters of 
that period: Napoleon's army at Waterioo but 
little exceeded that of to-day: and yet how many 
of them will be remembered the same time 
hence? To those of that period yet living the 
question might well be od.

The frost was just coming out of the on 
and a slow walk was the bighest rate of speed 
except for a few miles over the Alleghenies. 
On arriving we were tired out, and, it bem just at 
day-dawn, we ordered beds for ail and pulled for 
some ale and oysters. Slept all day, rot more oys- 
ters, went to bed again, and rose in the morning 
much improved bodily and mentally. The spring 
before, in returning from New York with the 
late Thomas Church, we reached Michigan City 
by stage from Detroit,—an improvement of the 
year previous (1834), when the stage route ended 
at Niles, and we paddied a canoe down the river 
to St. Joe in company with two friends,—thencé 
across the lake ou the Westward Ho,“ a New 
York pilot boat brought u® through the Erie 
Canal. There was vo biring a team at the 
“city.” Our then Postmaster, John 8. C. Hegan, 
and wife; a Mrs. Stewart, auat of John R. Liv- 
ingston, whom many o the old settiers 
yet living will remember, and the begvage 
together with the driver, being all that the two 
horses could pull through the sand, left us no 
alternative but to walk the fifty-tive miles to 
Chicago. Au impatient crowd, westward bound. 
had . at the stage terminus, and at 
4p. m. tifteen of us started for the end of civil- 
ization, along the shore of the lake. There was 
1¹ — 2 station fourteen miles this side of the 
city, kept by one Hurd, and here we bivouacked 
tor the night, tired and weary ecnougb, as it was 
hard walking through the sand. At roli-cail at 
daylight vext morning valy us two answered, 
and we set out for he Widow Barry's, about 
half-way distant to Chicago. We did not rival 
St. Julien’s or Maud's time any of the twenty 
wiles, but hove in sight of the hotel just before 
sundown. It was the latter part of June, 
and the young wild pigeons in countless 
thousands were flying close to the ground to 
their rvos! mg- places. We broke off some clubs 
from the drift- wood along tbe shore, and kilied 
several dozen by throwmg them among them as 
they were passing by in the low pines. (Just 
bere-let me remark, that when the young are 
able to fly, the males leave first, on one day, 
thea the females, and lastiy the young birds.)

„ home-stretch,”” arrividg about nooa at the 
„ Calamink.” We ascertained that the ferry 
rope had been broxen in a freshet, and the 
ponderous scow was wasbed high aud dry 
near the mouth of the river, and all of the 
working Indians (and they were not many) and 
the squaws of the band were doing their level 
best trying to get the boat afloat. Calling to u 
couple of boys of the tribe and promising them 
a bap-to-ma-qua (halt dollar) if they would 
br over a cunoe, they brought over a very 
smalione. Getting Tom to lie fiat on his back, 
the little Injun making a seat of bim, with the 
edge of the canoe scarcely two inches above the 
water. he was safely ferried acruss; and then 
came my turn to be freighted the same way. 
Talk about the fun of traveling nowadays. 
It was nothing to it in the olden time. 
We distanced the stage carrying the fast- 
mail “once a week from Niles,” probably 
containing a dozen letters and as many papers 
for the whole Northwest, to the infinit satisfac- 
tion of my companion, and about which he 
never ceased talking to the day of bis death. 
It is mentioned in the Fergus serics of sketches 
of the early eettiers. 

It is confounded hot here at The Springs,” as 
it appears to be everywhere. This burg bas

The wise physician said: “ Take these two 
kinds of medicine—they may not do you any 
good; bat go to Colorado for a year and live 
ou a ranch.“ It did not seem a very bright 
Hrospect. Four years before that time, health 
had suddenly forsaken me, and had never re- 
turned, except as a tantalizing, deceptive 
visitor for a day or two. A long period of 
sedentary life, of very close confinement, of 
severe mental application and disregard of 
exercise, had reached a natural culmination. 
One evening, strength and courage suddenly 
failed, as if shattered by a blow; and then 
followed the weary years of that unmanage- 
able illness which is commonly called 

GENERAL NERVOUS 1. 
taking all joy and usefulness out of life. The 
victims of this eommon disorder seem rarely 
to endure any acute physical suffering; they 
drag out their existence with little outward 
indications of Ulness; they generally have 
many ups and downs, and hopes and fears: 
but with recurring month 
after month and year after year, in spite of 
physicians’ assuranees that they may be 
euxed, they must in time tnevitably arift into 
a hopeless, valetudinarian state of mind. 


Aud soit was through my tour irksome years 


of ‘waiting for health; and at the end 
health seemed farther away than at the 
begiuning. The situation was nearly that of 
the unfortunate patient who “ nad spent all 
her living upon physicians, neither could 
be healed of any.” Every variety of chan 
of scene and climate had been tried,—a trip 
to the Tropics, a year in Europe, wintering 
in Italy and j summering in Switzer- 
land and England,—all without any perma- 
nent good effect. The result of advice from 
a dozen physicians on both sides of the At- 
lantic, and the benefit of pounds of pills and 
quarts of potions, had been so slight that the 
occasional temporary improvements seemed 
most commonly to come in those intervals 
when all remedies were dropped in despair 
of any good effect from them.

lage, like many others in the Far West, 
started and nipped in the bud by certain 
rapacious colonizers of the Zephaniah Scad- 
der school. The village had no charms to 
detain me from hurrying to my destination, 
and in a very short time the Jebu of the town 
was transporting mein a thunderous farm- 
wagon, drawn by a pair of stout horses, 
eastward across the bare flat country. The 
first break in*the utter monotony of the ride 
was atter two hours, when the road suddenly 
pitched down over a sandy bluff to the bot- 
tom-lands of the South Platte. There, under 
the brow of the bluff, stood an extraordinary

both of a turt ut and a dug-out. Be- 
fore the door of this desolate dwelling I 
alighted; the driver dropped my small 
buggage on the ground, whisked around, 
and was goue. Lopened the door and en- 
tered the squalid room. The only ifhabitant 
ot the house was out for the day with the 
sheep. The room contained only a table, a 
bench, a broken stove, two bunks, and a mis- 
cellaneous stack of provisions in a corner.

have given up business-life or learned pro- 
fessions for ranch-life, that it is less difficult 
to find Intellectual company on a remote 
ranch than in an Eastern farm-house; and 
two men having 4 in their 
tastes are sure to find themselves wonder- 
fully drawn together by their common isola- 
tion on a ranch, unless they are most unfort- 
unately quarrelsome in their dispositions. 
Having made ay arrangements ata distance 
of 2,000 miles my choice of a place and a 
companion by letter, it seemed a very kind 
providence thus led the way to true 
friendship. From nightfall till early bed- 
time our slow. unskillful hands were 
full with salutary but ignomini- 
ous work of cooking supper, clearing 
wp, and washing dish while we com- 
pared notes and ran over somewhat simi- 
lar circumstances of our lives which had led 
both of us from Eastern homes to meet in 
this far-off land. Probably there is no kind 
of toil from which the high-strung soul of an 
interesting invalid is apt to recoil with more 
aversion than from

life. Coming promply and invariably at the 
end of each meal, it allows po opportunity 
fora feeble man to sit down and wonder 
whether some imprudent piece of pie or 
pickle is going to digest well, and, conse- 
quently, it is apt to digest without trouble. 

— ap pard” was a tender-foot of six 
weeks’ standing. For two years he, too, had 
been a nervous invalid, but now, after six 
weeks of rough, active life in herding the 
sheep and keeping the camp, he was able to 
look down with commiseration for my feeble 
state from avery proud hight of superior 
vigor. Even so short atime had freed him 
from every sensation of illness, given him 
sound sleep and a ravenous appetite, and re- 
stored an impaired indigestion to a healthy 
state. It seemed a perfect cure; and many 
patients are deceived by such a sudden re- 
turn of healthy symptoms after a short pe- 
riod of camp or ranch-life, and, rushing pre- 
cipitately back to the occupations and sur- 
roundings which had first brought on illness, 
they are soon laboring again under the crush- 
ing load of nervous weariness and distress. 
A morbid condition of this sort which has 
lasted for years is not to be permanently cured 
at short notice; a year of habituation to new 
and healthy lines of thought, and work, and 
life, is little enough to devote to the healing 
of morbid habits of body and mind. 

Few persons who resort to ranch-cure have 
so hard a row to hoe at the beginning as 1 
had. The wretched hut in which 1 be- 
gan Colorado life is notcommonly digni- 
ned wih the name of a ranch in the 
dialect of the country; it is more 
properly a sheep-camp. The wretched- 
ness of our surroundings tended to aggravate 
the despondency which every invalid must 
expect to endure fer a few weeks if he sud- 
denly throws off all the luxuries and pleas- 
ures of a highly-civilized life to plunge into 
seni-barbarism.

contrast. 

After a few weeks of alternate days spent 
in herding and keeping camp had begun to 
make us feel wonted ahd reconciled to the 
life, our plans for the winter were suddenly 
broken up by unexpected circumstances, and 
we were translated to the charge of a cattle- 
ranch afew miles away. The proprietor 
was spending a winter in town. Our duty 
was only to keep the ranch and care for a 
few head of stock about the place. The 
main part of the work was in providing for 
our wants, for, with the slowness of be- 
ginners in all domestic arts, the work 
of keeping a tidy home and a comfortable 
plain table consumed a good many hours of 
every day. Themain amusement in sucha 
life is in keeping the house supplied with 
meat both by coursing and shooting antelope, 
—for through the months when the snow 
covered the plam there was hardly an 
hour when antelope were not in sight: but 
to approach within ritle- range of the herds 
required much stratagem and hard ridi 
and provided us with an unlimited an un 
of the most vigorous and exciting exe cise. 
For a few days after beginning this new 
way of living, appetite naturally languished, 
for want of all the little accustomed luxuries 
of a tempting table; but a healthy amount of 
starvation and plenty of horseback exercise 
soon brought about a tremendous reaction 
that has lasted for two years. ‘The hard and 

rimitive beds which are common in the Far 
Vest seemed for a longer time rather to ag- 

ravate an old difficulty of sleeping: 
but there is uo specific for insomnia 
to be compared with a persistent 
course of regular menial labor smothe 
intellectual activitity and shutting out all bu 
present cares: it soon wrought

So, after the disagreeable process of break- 
ing into the new life was over, the time began 
to slipaway rapidly and far from disagree- 
ably. We used to sit by the fire with our 
newspapers sometimes in a long winter even- 
ing and puzzle ourselves with the question 
whe we were not lonesome in these circum- 
stances. The explanation is simply that mén 
in such a position, provided they are ofa 
moderately contented disposition, never suf- 
fer from loneliness if their time is complete- 
ly filled with a round of duties. With con- 
stant healthy occupation the mind finds no 
room for brooding on the thought of its lone- 
liness; and so the greatest dread with which 
oue begins ranch-life disappears when the 
difficulty is fairly faced.
